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Purvis, Miss., utterly demolished, five 
others practically blown away and 15 
little villages in more or less -acute 
stages of ruin. . 

With these wounded came the details 
of one of the worst wind disasters in 
the history of the Gulf States. 

Negro Cabins Are Death Traps. 


First of all it became known ‘that ne- 
groes comprised most of the dead, that 
the picturesque darky cabins, noted for 
their filmsy, happy-go-lucky construc- 
tion, had been converted by the wind 
into wholesale death-traps. | 

It was in the fall of these cabins 
which went down almost without warn- 
ing, that most of the negro deaths oc- 
curred. These overcrowded cabins also 
furnished most of the badly wounded. 

The identified white dead early today 
numbered 42. In addition it was report- 
ed that four whites had been killed at 
McCallum, Miss., which would bring the 
white death list up to 4. The num- 
ber of negroes killed was between 150 
and 175. 

The towns which suffered the worst 
damage in addition to Purvis, were Am- 
ite, La.; McCallum, M urin and Win- 
cheater, Miss., and Albe ville, Ala. 

The following 15 towns were more or 
lesa damaged: 

Richmond and Lamourine, La.: Win- 
gate, New Augusta, Columbus, Walls, 
Braxton, Belle Grove, Melton, Lorman, 
Pine Ridge. Quitman’s Landing, Fair- 
child's Creek and Wahalak, in Missis- 
sippi, and Bergen, Ala. 

The destruction of Purvis, Miss., oc- 
curred at about 10 minutes after 2 
o'clock Friday afternoon, and was all 
over in a few minutes time. Of about 
200 dwelling houses only seven were left 
standing. 

The court house, the only other build- 
ing in town to withstand the wind, was 
immediately packed witi: dead and in- 
jured and served as the only available 
hospital within many miles. 

Cc. W. Cromwell, of Jackson ~Miss., in 

attempting to describe the storm, said 
all he could realize was that the air 
was full of flying timbers. These tim- 
bers dwelt death to many persons who 
sought safety in the open alr, while the 
falling of walls was a still greater peril 
to those who remained indoors. 


Child Killed While Praying. 


One child is said to have been kneel- 
ing in prayer, her uncle bending over 
her in an attempt to shield her, but 
despite his care a timber, which did 
not touch him, killed the girl. 

Scarcely one brick of the school- 
house was left on the other. School had 
been dismissed only a minute before 
the tornado struck in a field near the 
town. 

A farmer who was plowing saw the 
storm approach and managed to get the 
members of his family outdoors and be- 
hind stumps before the wind struck. 
The house was blown away but none of 
the farmer's family was injured. 

One of the children killed is said to 
bave been lifted high in the air and, 
while still well above the ground, to 
have been struck by heavy flying timber

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MOCK JUSTICE 
SAYS LAW DEAN 


iissouri University Instructor 
Says Trials Have Become 
Like Games. 





IS AN UMPIRE 
System of Procedure Is Thats 
Which England Long Ago 

Abandoned. 


JUDGE 








Murder, highway robbery and other 
classes of crime will continue to in- 
crease in the United States until some- 
thing is done to reform the present sys- 
tem of American legal procedure, ac- 
cording to John D. Lawson, dean of the 
law department of the University of 
‘Missouri. 

Dean Lawson expressed himself at 
length along these lines at a meeting 
of the St. Louis Bar Association Fri- 
day night. Fred W. Lehmann, who pre- 
sided, and several other well-known 
lawyers, agreed with him that steps 
should be taken to insure society against 
miscarriage of justice through trivial 
technicalities. 

In discussing this feature of his ad- 
dress with a Post-Dispatch reporter Sat- 
urday, Prof. Lawson declared that legal 
‘quibbles had made a mockery of justice 
in the United States. 

Indictment a Hindrance. 

“If a man is tried for murder the in- 
dictment against him must set forth, 
under our laws, how the crime was com- 
mitted, by what means, the e::act hour 
of the day or night and a wealth of 
other details that belong purely to the 
trial of the case. 

“Because some vahettast statement 
in the text of that charge is slightly 
inaccurate, the entire case may be re- 
versed and remanded for new trial. 

“Original justice is now a _ contest, 
not a trial. 

“It has deveolped, as I pointed out 
last night, into a sort of game of sport, 
with the Judge as umpire. What do 

‘yerdicts amount to if the criminals 
have money to take an appeal? 
Law in Disrespect. 

“The old respect for law in the United 
States is disappearing, because it seems 
that criminals may escape punishment 
through courts of appeals on the most 
insignificant technicality. 

\ “T know of one case thrown out of 

court because the word “‘first’’ had been 

‘ _™ ppelled “fust’’ in the information; in an- 

‘other the word “breast’* was spelled 

without an ‘‘a,’’ and in still another the 

information failed to state the caliber of 

a revolver. 

“Some of these reasons for reversal 
*were so ludicrous that they read like 
the efforts of Mark Twain or other 
professional funny men. 

Behind the English. 

“For 30 years the English law has 
been swift and sure. Our present 
methods were copied from the states 
prevailing under the Georges, the 
Stewarts and the Tudors. They were 
intended in England to protect the ac- 
cused from the tyranny of the courts. 

“But that tyranny has long since 
ceased, and England today is one of 
the fairest countries in point of law 
enforcement.

Had to Pay Extra. 
On returning home I found an insult- 


ing letter from the company, inform- 


ing me that to get a continuance of the 
service I must not only pay the Dill 
for gas consumed, but a dollar extra 
for the service it would require, to give 
me again the connection. 

“Two or three times while absent 
from home the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. have also threatened me 
with ‘discontinuance of service,’ if bills 
were not promptly paid. On one occa- 
sion I forwarded from another State 
the amount I supposed to be due, as per 
bill, but the time in which I was al- 
lowed a discount had elapsed and the 
check was returned, with the threat 
that if the amount was not paid ser- 
vice would be discontinued. 

“Twice 1 was absent from home and 
there was no light in my house, but 
the meter galloped along in the same 
old way, and bills corresponding with 
other months while at home were for- 
warced to me. I was compelled to take 
these matters up with the company, and 
on investigation they found that they 
were wrong, and they kindly relieved 
me of these burdens, and services were 
not discontinued. During the winter I 
was absent again, and I notified them 
of the same, and made a personal re- 
quest that they. watch the meter in my 
absence, and see to it that I got a 
“square deal’ with the company. On 
returning home I found another threat 
from the company, informing me that 
a dollar was due, although no light had 
been consumed. 

“IT note these grievances simply to 
show that if the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
and the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. were competitors for business in the 
City of St. Louis and were not a cold- 
blooded trust, patrons would be treated 
more civilly and liberally. Now if one 
is mistreated by either of these compa- 
nies there is no place for him to go 
where he can. get redress. 

“The citizens of St. Louis, as IT said 
above, should render you every possible 
service In your efforts along these lines. 
You are entitled to the praise and grati- 
tude of our people.”

“The gas company wants me to have 
on deposit enough to pay two-months’ 
gas bill. I never heard of anybody who 
was allowed to run up a two-months’ 
gas bill. Delinquent customers are 
usually cut off promptly when their 
bills are not paid.’’ 


Bill 129 Per Cent Higher. 
Louis Guyot, of 204 North Ninth street, 


finds that light bill 
dered April 10, 1908, 129 per cent 


higher than it was during the same 
month last year. Last year's bill was 
$11.40, while, the current bill ig $26.07. 

The meter readings show that Mr. 
Guyot consumed 228 kilowatt hours of 
electricity in 1907 and 3876 in April, 1908, 
an increasé of 6 per cent, or just one- 
half the increase of his bill. 

In 1907, according to his bill, he got 
electricity for 10 cents a kilowatt hour, 
subject to a discount of 50 per cent, or 
5 cents a kilowatt hour, net. The bill 
for April 10, 1908, shows a consumption 
of 376 kilowatt hours, or electricity at a 
total cost of $27.44, or 7.3 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, subject to a discount of 6 
per cent. It appears -from the bills 
that Mr. Guyot’s rate has been raised 
from 5 cents a kilowatt hour to about 7. 

Mr. Guyot cannot understand why his 
bill should have been more than twice 
as high as a year ago, as he does not 
see how he has consumed any more 
electric light. The usual rates for 
electric services for business houses are 
11 and 12 cents a kilowatt hour, but the 
company’s own bill shows that it was 
rendering this service a year ago for 
5 cents a kilowatt hour, at least in Mr. 
Guyot’s case. 

Mr. Guyot’s establishment is in the 
Benoist Building, but he is supplied 
with light independently of the build- 
ing, whose manager, Conde L. Benoist,. 
told in Friday's Post-Dispatch of the 
increase in charges to him.

hand, said Saturday she had determined 
to ask Chief of Police Creecy for per- 
mission to carry a revolver. 

~ince she assisted in identifying two 
men and a woman, accused of the at- 
tempted burglary of a millinery store 
near her home, 1522 Franklin avenue, 
last Sunday night, she has been in- 
sulted, she says, and she fears for 
her safety while walking along the 
Street. 

“I’m sure I could shoot a revolver,’’ 
she told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“though I have never handled one in 
all my life. 


Says She’lp Be Careful. 
“If Chief Creecy will give me per- 


mission to carry one I'll be very care- 
ful in handling it. He need have no 
fear that I would be careless, because, 
really it quite .frightens me to even 
think about it. But I would not be 
afraid, and if I had good cause I would 
not hesitate about using a revolver. 

“Certainly I would not look around 
for trouble. I don’t go on the street 
except when I have some reason to 
be there, and I always keep away from 
the kind of people who have been in- 
sulting me. I have been frightened, 
but if I had a revolver I would not be 
afraid of them. 

“It worries me, though, about where 
I would carry it. I couldn't very well 
zo walking along the streets with a re- 
volver in my hand, and, you know, 
women don't have pockets like men. The 
places a woman uses to carry’ her 
money would not do for a revolver, be- 
cause they are difficult to get to. 


Might Carry Gun in Sash. 
“T don’t see why women shouldn't 


carry revolvers. Lots and lots of men 
do, and they are not in half as much 
danger as women. I could weer a sash 
and put the revolver in that. It could 
be concealed in the folds of my dress 
and yet be handy for use. 

“T gaw two men and a Woman at- 
tempf to rob a millinery store across 
the street from my home last Sundiy 
night. The police have me fora wit- 
ness. Wednesday night a man and wom- 
an passed me. The woman said: ‘There 
is that little liar.’ 

‘“T was afraid and ran home. I am 
not sure it was the same woman I saw 
Sunday night with the men, but I think 
it was. 

‘Several times I have been t{nsulted by 
by men in this neighborhood. There are 
lots of toughs around here. If I had a 
revolver none of them would say any- 
thing to me, I can tell you that.”

Embolism. 





TAKEN TO CHURCH 





Arrangements for Funeral of 
Miss Shonts’ Husband 
Under Way. 





PARIS, April 25.—Explicit denial that 
an overdose of morphine or any other 
drug caused the Duc de Chaulnes*® sud- 
den death here Thursday night, as hint- 
ed by some of the Paris newspapers, 
was made today by Dr. Jeanton, the 
police physician, who examined the body 
and officially certified that the young 
man succumbed to embolism of the 
heart. 

Of the correctness of this conclusion 
Dr. Jeanton says there is not the least 
doubt. Other medical men present at 
the examination corroborate the police 
physician’s statement, agreeing that 
there was no occasion for an autopsy or 
inquest and that the prompt issuance 
of a permit for burial was perfectly 
proper. 

Refutes Report of Death Outside. 

To published reports that de Chaulnes 
did not die in his apartment, but was 
brought there after death, and that 
bottles of morphine, ether and cocaine 
were found on a table at his bedside, 
Dr. Jeanton only replied by calling at- 
tention to the fact that a police commis- 
Sary fully investigated the case; not- 
withstanding the physictan’s verdict, 
agreed the case was one of natural 
death and dropped the inquiry. He 
would certainly not have done so, the 
doctor added, had there been the slight- 
est suspicion of suicide or violence. 

Into the stories that de Chaulnes was 
long a victim of the morphine habit, 
and that continued use of the drug had 
shattered his heart, Dr. Jeanton refused 
to enter, saying he had no means of 
knowing anything of the nobleman’s 
past, and had not the slightest reason, 
considering that he died naturaily, for 
investigating it. He was equally reti- 
cent for the same reason concerning 
conjectures that the sudden discontin- 
uance of the use of drugs proved so 
great a shock to de Chaulnes as to has- 
ten death. 

Duke Long in Poor Health. 

Inquiry among the young man’s 
friends shows he had long been in 
poorer health than his appearance in- 
dicated. He had suffered from several 
alarming attacks of faintness since his 
last arrival in Paris and some time ago 
consulted a physician concerning his 
heart. 

The official inquiry showed that the 
Duchess de Chaulnes, formerly Miss 
Theodora Shonts, knew nothing of the 
seriousness of her huSband's condition 
until his sudden convulsive clutch at 
her arms awakened her Thursday night. 

Instantly realizing from his labored 
breathing that he was at the last ex- 
tremity, she screamed for aid, but be- 
fore the servants could reach the room 
her husband had died in her arms. 

The young nobleman’s sister, the 
Duchess d'l'zes, and other members of 
his family arrived in Paris from the 
provinces today and they, with several 
members of the American colony, are 
with the*widow, who is completely pros- 
trated. 

Arrangements for the Funeral. 

The body of the Duke was conveyed 
at daylight this morning from the hotel] 
to the Church of St. Phillip. 

It was accompanied oniy by an un- 
dertaker and his attendants and the 
Duke de Luynes, a cousin of the Duke 


de Chaulnes and the official sead of 
the De Chaulnes household. 

The Cure of the church received the 
coffin at the door. It was escorted to 
the crypt and there deposited, after a 
simple blessing. 

The body will remain in St. Phillip’s 
pending completion of the arrangements 
for the funeral. It is practically cer- 
tain that the funeral and interment wil] 
occur at the Chateau Dampierre, the 
ancestral residence of the Luynes out- 
side of Paris.

If I can be of service to the 
and to those who believe in the 
have been advocating by 
allowing my name to be used in that 
connection, I shall do it.

Says Fight Will Be Clean. 

“In my official course [ have offended 
grafters and gamblers by enforcing the 
law against them; I have offended pow- 
erful liquor Interests because I have in- 
sisted that the laws are just as binding 
on them as on the humblest citizen; I 
have offended great corporate interests 
because of the laws I have advocated 
new in the statute books; I have offend- 
ed many professional politicians because 
I have looked to the people, not to them, 
for suport. From the way these allied 
interests assail me one would think I 
was a public enemy. Am I a public en- 
emy for enforcing the people's law 
against them as I took an oath to do 
when I beca‘ne Governor of this Com- 
monwealth, or are they public enemies 
for defying the mandates of a sovercign 
State? 

“I care not ho-y powerful the elements 
of opposition may be, if the hearts and 
consciences of the people be on our side. 
It may not be essential that I win, but 
it is essential that I be true; it may not 
be essential that I succeed, but -it its 
essential that I keep the faith. 

“The prospect for the success of dem- 
ocratic ideals was never brighter than 
now. By democratic ideals I mean those 
principles embraced in the expression, 
“Equal rights to all, special privileges 
to none."” This maxim of Jefferson ex- 
presses every essential element of real 
democracy. Witb this rule for our guid. 
ance we can not lose our course, or be 
led into the quicksands of dishonor and 
despair. With this maxim as our chart, 
the infamies of privilege in every form 
ean be destroyed and unto all men 
there be restored the equal right that 
belongs to each, the fair and equa! op- 
portunity of every man to live and labo- 
upon the earth that belongs to all and 
enjoy untrammelled the gains of honest 
toll. 

“Jefferson's phrase sounds simple but 
it has taken generations for men to 
attain to a practical understanding of 
us wisdom and justice. 

Urges Tariff Revision. 

“The tariff schedules were never high- 
er than they are now. An attack upon 
any part of the tariff achedules is re- 
sisted by ‘the entire lst of protected 
monopolies. 

“These monopolies Feep their . paid 
agents in Washington, infesting the 
halls of ny in order to protect 
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republic. When the states came togeth- 
er in convention to form a more per- 
fect union, each was as independent and 
sovereign as Italy or Germany is today. 
For the common good certain powers 
were delegated. The Federal Govern- 
ment derives its authority wholly from 
the people of the states, and beyond 
this express authority and what neces- 
sarily is implied from it, it cannot justly 
g£0. The states are limited only by 
their constitutions and by the power 
conferred on the Federal Government. 

‘Many instances have arisen of late 
where the authority of the states to 
make and enforce just and reasonable 
laws has been limited or taken away. 
The rule has always been that the pre- 
sumption is in favor of the sovereign. 
Laws have always -been presumed to be 
good until found to be bad. Under the 
new doctriné a State statute is suspend- 
ed indefinitely by injunctian from the 
mere application of some special inter- 
est. The effect of this practice is to 
place in the hands of special interests 
power to defeat any State legislation 
they do not like. 

“Missouri Laws Embalmed. 


“No good citizen desires to be unjust 
to railroads, but they should be regu- 
lated and the State should not be left 
as mere subjects of their benevolence. 
Yet to this humiliating position the 
States are reduced. A _ half-dozen im- 
portant laws of the State of Missouri 
are now embalmed by the federal in- 
junction veto. In the course of years, 
when the cases are tried. they may 
be held valid, but they might as well 
be nullified at once as to be suspended 
by injunction until their vitality is 
gone. The freight rate law of Missouri, 
enacted three years ago, was a’ victim 
of one of these ex parte injunctions, 
and the case is still pending, unde- 
termined, although another legislature 
has come and gone since then. Some- 
tinje in the course of years to come, 
perhaps, the case will be determined. 


Would Curb Lower Courts, 


“There seems but one hope for pre- 
serving the dignity of the states. That 
is, for Congress to enact a law taking 
away from the inferior Federal courts 
jurisdiction in cases where corporations 
attempt by injunction to prevent the en- 
forcement of State laws. These corpo- 
rations. of course, as Justice Harlan 
says, should have the same rights as in- 
dividuals and domestic corporations, of 
appealing from the State Supreme Court 
to the Federal Supreme Court, and 
thereby have every right accordei to 
them that the Constitution gives, 

“The states create these railroad cor- 
porations; the railroads secure the right 
of eminent domain from the states; they 
obtain their charters from the states; 
the states protect their property through 
the police and militia. Shall the states, 
the creators, be denied control of their 
creatures? I know there are many who 
believe the time has come to centralize 
all power in the Federal Government 
except purely local regulation. I be- 
lieve, however, that the strength of this 
nation consists in it having been an in- 
dissoluble union of independent states.’ 
Centralization Means decay. 

“another needed reform,"’ the Goy- 
ernor sald, “is the election of United 
States senators by the people."

The President has further agreed on 
Taft's behalf, it is asserted, that in 
case Taft gets through Congress the 
tariff revision bill, which he is known 
to favor, the Steel Trust shall not suf- 
fer. : 

Judge E. H. Gary is understood to 
have made this arrangement with the 
President some months ago. It is vig- 
orously denied by Secretary Taft, and 
there is reason to believe Taft knows 
nothing of it. 

Whatever the facts may be, it is 
well Known here that the Steel Trust 
is enthusiastically supporting Mr. Taft 
for the nomination. 

There is practically no doubt in Wash- 
ington that the anti-trust law will be 
less rigi@ly enforced. Henry W. Taft 
has taken care of that. 

Nothing more is heard of the heavy 
Standard Oil fine; the prosecution of 
Harriman has been dropped; the talk 
of tariff revision has gone by the board, 
and, if the ‘“‘interests’’ will be good 
there will be industrial peace until 
March 4, 1909. 

It is understood that the Taft man- 
agers knew nothing whatever of this 
deal and were disgusted by it. Taft 
himself does not seem to have been com- 
mitted to it. It is said not to be the 
first time that President Roosevelt has 
made an-improper political deal involv- 
ing Mr. Taft without taking the trou- 
ble to notify the Secretary of what was 
going on.

REMEDIES FOR THE LIGHTING INJUSTICE. 

To the average consumer of gas or electricity 
measurement by meter is always a mystery. 
When to this complicated. process is added ca- 
pricious and arbitrary discrimination by the cor- 
porations supplying the commodities there is 
certain to be not only bewilderment, but indig- 
nation. 

The essence of the charge against the North 
American Trust and its subsidiaries in St. Louis 
is that there is inequality in their charges. Fa- 
voritism in such matters necessarily involves 
injustice. When one consumer has an unusu- 
ally low rate it is morally certain that many 
other consumers will be made to pay unusually 
high rates. 

Operating in this way, a public service corpo- 
ration loses its supposed character entirely and 
becomes a bargainer, a cozzener and an _ op- 
pressor. It gives or it withholds, it yields or 
it advances, not in a spirit of justicé, but only 
as it is moved by the most sordid self-interest. In 
a sense, it uses the privileges conferred upon it 
by the whole people to bribe possible competitors 
with low rates while exacting exorbitant prices 
from all whose rivalry is not feared. 

There is a remedy at law for this injustice, but 
in the case of St. Louis the possibilities of re- 
lief are not confined to the courts. A year ago 
the Legislature conferred upon the city the pow- 
er to regulate all these charges. The first step 
to that end, which should have been taken 
promptly, is the appointment of a Public Utilities 
Commission. : 

With such a body performing its work {fntelli- 
gently and receiving the support of the Munici- 
pal Assembly, our public service corporations 
will not make rates altogether in obedience to 
their own whims and interests, dealing gener- 
ously with the strong and oppressively with the 
weak. They will have equal rates for all and 
those rates will be reasonable and not monopo- 
listic.

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FOLK’S RECORD OF THINGS DONE. 

Joseph W. Folk comes before the people of Mis- 
souri as a candidate for the United States Senate 
with a splendid record of things done and of 
promises kept as .Governor. There can be no 
stronger claim for political .advaneement than 
this. _ 

When Mr. Folk entered upon his duties as Gov- 
ernor political conditions ‘in this+ State were 
at their worst. Bribery, lobbying, corruption 
and greed were rampant. The cities were in the 
control of gangs.

This is the essence of the Missouri reform 


movement. That movement was aimed at and 


still addresses itself to the interests which could

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PRESBYTERIANS AND PROHIBITION. 

The refusal of the St. Louis Presbytery to in- 
dorse prohibition is a judgment not in favor of 
liquor and intemperance, but in support of reg- 
ulation, restriction and reason. 

In the opinion of most well-informed men loca] 
option accomplishes all that State-wide prohibi- 
tion can hope for and it is attended by few of 
the abuses which invariably accompany the lat- 
ter. Local option admits of prohibition in speci- 
fied localities where public sentiment is in fa- 
vor of it and where its enforcement is possible. 
Prohibition outlaws the liquor traffic through- 
out the State and in places where the people do 
not support it the traffic goes on under condi- 
tions that grow worse with time. 

There are other reasons why prohibitory enact- 
ments are undesirable, but those advanced by 
the venerable Dr. Niccolls and supported by 
most of his associates in the ministry are suf- 
ficient in themselves to defeat the movement.

them?”’ asks Christine Terhune Herrick 
in the Woman’s Home Companion. 
‘“‘Would you commit to the care of the 
average parents an important enter- 
prise in which you were especially in- 
terested, and to which they had given 
no more study than they have to parent- 
hood, secure the right feeling and good 
will would insure an ultimate happy re- 
sult? 

“Why do people want children? How 
many bring them into the world with 
the thought that for the sake of the 
country they should have offspring, and 
that patriotism demands a large family” 
I would also like to know how many 
bear children with the thought that their 
progeny will not only make the world a 
better place to live in, but will, on their 
own account, be so happy, so useful, so 
valuable to themselves that the parents 
could not feel justified in refusing them 
existence.

“BUTTER BEANS” WILLIAMS 
KILLS OPPONENT AT CRAPS 


Revolver, Waits for Man, 
Shoots Him, Pleads Self- 
Defense. 


William (‘Butter Beans’) Williams, 
a 17-year-old negro, five members of 
whose family died of consumption with- 
in the year 1907, shot and killed Benja- 
min Turner, another negro, 42 years old, 
Friday night, at the latter’s home, 1215 
Poplar street. Williams, who says he 
shot Turner in self-defense, is a pris- 
oner in the Central District holdover. 
The killing was the resuit of a craps 
game in which Williams lost 30 cents. 

Williains, Turner and several other ne- 
groes were shooting craps in the rail- 
road yards beneath the Twelfth street 
viaduct. Williams threw a half dollar 
on the ground, saying he would shoot 
for 30 cents. He won and Turner grabbed 
the money, Williams says. An argument 
followed, and Turner struck Williams 
in the face. After the fighters were 
separated, Williams says, Turner told 
him he would beat him every time he 
saw him in future. Williams went to a 
Pawnshop and purchased a revolver, 
then went to the Turner home and 
waited for Turner. 

Turner arrived home about 11 p. m. 
and Williams fired three shots at him. 
Turner died at the City Hospital 15 
minutes later, and within a half hour 
Williams was captured on Market 
Street. He told policemen that Turner 
hag struck him on the head with an 
iron rod just before the shots were 
fired. 

Williams is said to be a consumptive, 
although he does not appear to be weak 
physically. He made his home at the 
Poplar street house.
